President E. H. ee writing from Pimlico, London, Jan. 25, 1864 as: 


Elder Leo Clawson has been very sick, and is still far from being well. at Pedy 
he seemed somewhat under the weather when leaving here on his way to Whitechapel 
He called at Brother Cross’, and had to stay there and go to bed. During the evening 
Brother Atkin‘ called, found him very sick, and stayed with him all night. ‘Leo had no 
rest during the night. In the morning and during the day Sister Cross did all she 
could for him. Brother Atkin came over and told me of Leo's condition, and I went to 
him, found him very sick indeed, and remained with him during the nicht. He rested 
eme during the fore part of the night, but in the morning was a very sick: man. Sister 
. Cross continued doing all that could be done to ease his pain and give him relief. Re- 
peatedly he was administered to by the Elders, calling upon the Lord to raise him up. 
During the day he became easier, and at night was so much better that he sat up by the 
fire, muffied up, in the big arm chair. From then till now he has slowly improved, re- 
maining at Brother Cross’ till yesterday, when he came over here. Last night he spent 
very restlesaly, but is up this morning and feels cheérful. During hié sickness, and while 
lying at Brother Cross’, no person could pessibly do more than did Sister Cross. If
